Made Threats to Kill. 


He related the asserted threats of the 
“nervous and peculiar” mother to kill 
him and their five children. He told 
of her showing signs of insanity from 
thelr -arly married life down to when 
She ductors told him she was “crazy.” 

The witness said he and his wife had 
lived together seventeen years. Asked 
pointedly on the question of her in- 
sanity, he replied: “Well, she was in- 
sane,” Mr. Hickman said he woke up 
several nights finding her watching him 
with a “knife or a hatchet.”

New Yor®m, Feb. 2 (A.P.).—Elimina- 
tion of needless overlapping and com-

It is suggested that a common prayer 
be sent out in the name of the confer- 
ence to be used “at a convenient time’ 
by all Christian churches. It closes 
with the words: “God give us, both as 
individuals and as churches, wisdom 
and courage to do His will.”

Richmond, Va., Feb. 2.—Reciprocity 
between Virginia and the District of 
Columbia in the matter of commercial 
motor vehicles was proposed today in 
two measures introduced in both 
branches of the Virginia General As- 
sembly. 

Under provisions of the bill which 1!s 
in the form of a partial repealer of sec- 
tion 20 of the motor vehicle law, no 
commercial motor carrier from the Dis- 
trict of Columbia will be assessed an 
additional license tax for operation in 
Virginia. 

Delegate Wilbur OG. Hall, of Loudoun, 
is patron of the bill in the house, while 
it was introduced in the senate by 
Senator Frank L. Ball, of Arlington 
County. Under the present law, motor 
vehicles operated in Virginia for com- 
pensation for more than 30 days con- 
secutively are required to pay the same 
license frees as a Virginia-owned vehicle 
of similar character. +

Cline, who accompanied Hickman on 
the return to Los Angeles following his 
capture at Pendleton, Oreg., testified 
that the prisoner threw a “fake fit” 
at Pendleton in an effort “to appear 
wild.” Later, he said, Hickman asked 
him if,he thought the fit was ‘“‘a good 
one.” 

In the testimony of F. R. Peck, of 
Hollywood, whose motor car Hickman 
stole for his flight to Oregon, it was 
brought out that the youth was cool 
and collected the day after the slaying. 
Peck said Hickman held him up at 
the point of a pistol while his car 
was parked at the curb and made him 
drive to the outskirts of Los Angeles 
where he was forced from the machine.

PROHIBITION PARTY 
CONVENES ON JULY 10 


New York, Feb. 2 (A.P.).—The na- 
tional committee of the Prohibition 
party today issued a formal call for the 
party’s national corivention at Chicago 
July 10. 

Candidates for President and Vice 
President will be selected and a plat- 


form drafted by 1,537 delegates, D. 
Leigh Colvin, national chairman, an- 
nounoed. 

“The invitation to send representa- 
tives to the convention is broad,” he 
said. “Its purpose is to bring about a 
new alignment in American poiitics.” 

One thousand delegates are to be 
chosen from among members of the 
Prohibition party, he explained. The 
other 537, to be apportioned among the 
States on the basis of their electoral 
votes, will be “those not previously af- 
filiated with the Prohibition party, but 
who, after the conventions of the major 
parties, shall. determine to sever their 
former political affiliations.” 
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Does Not Know Constitution, 
He Says, Discussing

Albany, N. Y¥., Feb. 2 (A.P.).—"The 
gentleman doesn’t know. Nis Consti- 
tution,” was Gov. Smith's laconic com- 
ment today..on the address delivered 
by William G. McAdoo at Richmond, 
Va., last night, in which McAdoo at- 
tacked the governor’s attitude on the 
prohibition question. 

“Further than that,” the governor 
added, “deponent sayeth nothing.” 

In support of his assertion, the gov- 
ernor simply yeached across his desk, 
took a copy of the Constitution of the 
United States, turned to article 6, sec- 
tion 2, and read: 

“This Constitution, and the laws of 
the United States which shall be made 
in pursuance thereof, and all treaties 
made, or which shall be made, under 
the authority of the United States, shall 
be the supreme law of the land; and 
the judges in every State shall be 
bound thereby. Anything in the Con- 
stitution or laws of any State to the 
contrary notwithstanding.” 

“That,” the governor said, 
capitol correspondents assembled at 
the morning press conference,” dis- 
poses Of Mr. McAdoo's argumént that 
the provisions of the Volstead act are 
not binding upon the State of New 
York without the additional enact- 
ment of a State prohibition enforce- 
ment law.”

The House civil service committee 
completed its hearings on ‘the various 
bills to liberalize the civil service re- 
tirement law yesterday, and Chairman 
Lehibach, of New Jersey, announced 
that the committee should be ready 
to report out a bill to the House in 
about two weeks. 

Between now and that time the com- 
mittee will digest the testimony that 
has been heard during the three-day 
hearing and will consider various 
changes that have been suggested. The 
committee also will hold several execu- 
tive meetings at which department ex- 
ecutives will give thelr views on the 
retirement situation, 

Sixteen more niembers of‘ Congress 
dropped in at the hearing yesterday to 
indorse the Lehlibach bill, sending the 


*} total of members who have done this 


to 79. The Lehlbach bill would in- 
crease the maximum retirement an- 
nuity from $1,000 to $1,200, and would 
make retirement optional with the 
employe after 30 years of service. 

C. R. Hemingway, a retired Govern- 
ment employe, appeared before the 
committee yesterday to urge favorable 
action on the Smith bill, which would 
provide & maximum annuity of $1,500 
He urged that money in the retirement 
fund be invested so as tO draw 6 per 
cent interest. 

L. C. Nelson, representing the United 
Spanish War Veterans, praised that 
part of the Lehlbach bill providing for 
optional retirement after 30 years serv- 
ice. ,.He said this would be particularly 
welcomed by those veterans who, eas 
a& result of service in the tropics, had 
had their health impaired, 

Edgar Wallace, legislative representa- 
tive of the American Federation of 
Labor, urged the committee to také 
early action on the Lehlbach bill. A. 
W. Reynolds, secretary of the City Em-

The delegates to “fhe Pan-American Confer- 
ence are finding abundant opportunity for ex- 
tending the usefulness of the Pan-American 
Union without projecting it into politics. 
Agreement has already been reached for the 
establishment of a geographical institute, to be 
located at the capital of one of the countries 
belonging to the union. An organization for

sion of jurists are on their way to the waste- 
basket. This action by the conference may 
be construed as a severe rebuke to the jurists 
who, at their conference in Rio de Janeiro, 
took it upon themselves to devise new schemes 
of internationa] law. 


BRITISH ARMY ABANDONS LANCE. 


Custom and tradition die so hard that it 
comes in the nature of a minor shock to learn 
that a British army order has been issued 
conveying the decision to abolish the lance 
as a weapon of war. It will not be carried 
on field training any more, and its retention 
by lancer regiments will be for ceremonial 
purposes only. It follows that training in 
the handling and use of the weapon, except 
for such ceremonial purposes and occasions, 
will be discontinued forthwith. 

Thus, for all practical purposes, there dis- 
appears from the British military service one 
of the oldest weapons in military history. For 
a while after the introduction of gunpowder 
and the consequent decline in value and im- 
portance of the armore# and mounted knight, 
the lance, which was really a modification of 
the spear of more ancient days,. ceased to be 
employed in European warfare. There were 
temporary revivals, which had at least the 
merit of saving any number of spirited pvems 
and novels from being absolutely anachronis- 
tic; but to the great Napoleon belongs the 
credit of being the first military leader of 
modern times to restore the lance as a wea- 
pon of prime importance on the battlefield. 
He had whole lancer regiments, and he used 
them with telling effect in shock attack and 


3 ; “y always for the gaining of some specific cb- 


jective. The success and the yeputation of 
his lance-armed cavalry became so great that 
other countries quickly followed suit and re- 
established the lance among their weapons. 

The change now recorded may be of little 
importance in itself: it may merely indicate 
the dropping of an arm that experience has 
proved to be,unfitted to the conditions of 
modern warfare. Thereare, however, critics of 
military affairs who see in it a proof, or at 
least, an implication, that what is known as 
the “mechanization” schoo! is making headway 
in Britain, and that those who favor a heavy 
reduction in cavalry strengths have scored a 
point. 

By the British people, however, the change 
will be deplored, for the lancer regiments are 
as popular as they are picturesque. 


NEW YORK CUTS DOWN CRIME. 

The annual report of the police commissioner 
of New York City proves conclusively that the 
Baumes laws are having the desired effect 
upon crime and criminals, In every classifica- 
tion except one, there were fewer crimes in 
New York during 1927 than during 1926. 
Murders of citizens resulting “from robberies 
decreased 58 per cent as compared with 1926, 
and murders of policé decreased 44 per cent. 
There was a decrease of 69 per cent in hold- 
ups involving more than $10,000 and a 52 per 
cent decrease in those involving between 
$1,000 and $10,000. Pay roll banditries de- 
creased 64 per cent. The lone increase came 
in the burglary classification, of which there 
were 3,380 in 1927 as compared with 3,371 
in 1926, due largely, according to the com- 
missioner, to the activities of sneak thieves 
engaged in daylight robberies. 

Those opposed to the Baumes laws will do 
well to ponder the report: New York City in 
1927 was little different physically from New

William G, McAdoo contributes to the grand 
chorus of Democratic harmony a sharp and 
menacing note, which may or may not be the 
prelude to a clash of war cymbals and a change 
of theme from peace to war. He criticizes Gov. 
Smith for saying that the eighteenth amend- 
ment must be enforced as a sacred duty, as a 
“part of the laws of the land. “This position,” 
says Mr. McAdoo, ‘“‘is entirely misleading and 
has no justification in law. While it is true 
that the eighteenth amendment is a part of the 
laws of every State, it is not self-executing, and 
requires an enforcement act. The Volstead 
law is such a statute, but it is not a part of the 
laws of New York State.” 

Whereupon Gov. Smith retorts, ‘‘The gertle- 
man doesn’t know his Constitution,’ and cites 
the provision which makes all laws of Congress 
‘the supreme law of the land.” 

Mr. McAdoo goes further than criticizing 
Gov. Smith for lukewarmness in New York 
State. He insists that no one should be placed 
in the White House unless he is actually and 
aggressively dry. Otherwise, he says, the 
White House would become the fortress of the 
wets, and the Volstead act would never be en- 
forced. All of which refers directly to Gov. 
Al Smith and to others whom it may concern. 

Mr. McAdoo enjoys the happy freedom of a 
man who is not a candidate. He is “standing 
aside,” he says, in the 1928 campaign. But a 
bystander can throw bricks at a parade, and 
there is no law that prohibits a Democrat from 
putting a little pep in a harmony chorus. Even 
if there were such a law, it would not be self- 
executing, and would not be observed by 
one-tenth of 1 per cent of independent Demo- 
crats.

WIRED RADIO. 


Wired radio is about to make its commercial 
debut. Application has been made to the 
Radio Commission by a New York company 
for permission to erect a transmitting station 
to send three simultaneous programs to dif- 
ferent cities, where they will be broadcast by 
wired radio from the substations of the lizht- 
ing utility companies over their lines to the 
homes of listeners. With the exception of 
important public events, the corporation con- 
templating erection of the wired radio trans- 
mitting station will produce and present all its 
own program material. 

Radio is to receive competition, and it is 
a good thing. Wired radio can not compete 
with ordinary radio unless it can produce bet- 
ter programs. Primarily radio has an ad- 
vantage in that a great variety of programs 
may be-received over it at the mere twist of a 
dial. With wired radio the user must take the 
program offered, or none at all.. Formerly, 
wired radio might have had an advantago in 
being able to transmit programs with grester 
clarity. Great improvement has been made 
in ordinary radio receiving and transmitting 
sets of late, however, so that interference and 
faulty reception is becoming less noticeab'e. 

With the odds in favor of continuéd popu- 
larity for radio, the wired radio company will 
have to extend itself in the quality of its pro- 
grams. Radio interests will fight back along 
similar lines, and the result should be a gen- 
eral improvement in-programs and the man- 
ner in which they are broadcast. 


GOLDEN AGE OF PETROLEUM, 

One hears a great deal about petroleum, its 
uses and by-products, these days. It comes 
somewhat as a surprise to learn that it was 
well known and extensively employed since the 
dawn of history. ThuS Colonel the Master of 
Lempill, speaking before the Royal Aeronau- 
tical Society, remarked, ‘‘We read in the Bible 
the account of the building of the Tower of 
Babel, and learn that ‘Slime had they for mor- 
tar.’ The slime was bitumen.” 

The speaker further pointed out that Pliny 
and other ancient writers have referred to the 
use of “Sicilian oil’’ for purposes of illumina- 
tion. The Dead Sea, which in very ancient 
times was called “the Lake of Asphalt,” pro- 
vided bitumen which the Egyptians used in 
their embalming processes. Long before the 
Christian era there was a thriving petroleum 
industry in the Orient. Earlier even than this, 
the Chinese and Japanese had sunk oil wells, 
ventilating the shafts by means of bellows. In 
Japanese history it is related that “burning 
water” was discovered in the reign of the Em- 
peror Tapjitenno, some 1,200 years ago. About 
the year 1600 a Japanese, named Magara, 
found oil which he subsequently distilled. The 
product was sold as an illuminant, and it is 
thought that this was the first instance of an 
attempt to split up the crude oil into its com- 
ponent parts. 

Notwithstanding the Master of Lempill’s re- 
marks, it seems safe to assume that the an- 
cients could hardly have been ag much at- 
tached to oi] as the foregoing would imply. 
Ancient records reveal no Royal Japanese Shell 
Company or Standard of Israel. On the con- 
trary, competition seems to have been ail; 
which is one more testimonial to the truth of 
the legend that there was once, indeed, a 
Golden Age,

GAS AND LIGHT DEPOSITS. 


Public service corporations that supply city 
residents with gas and electricity generally 
require their customers to make a deposit as 
@ guarantee that the bills for service will be 
promptly met. It is the custom on the part 
of these companies to issue a certificate to the 
customer setting forth the amount deposited, 
together with a promise to pay interest, usually 
at the rate of 5 per cent. 

Public service corporations everywhere are 
permitted to exact a penalty from the con- 
sumer for failure to meet his obligation with- 
in ten days after the bill is presented. Some 
of them send out their bills on the first day of 
each mouth. Others have no definite date for 
the distribution of these reminders. In Wash- 
ington the gas company renders bills to con- 
sumers on the first day of each month, and 
the consumer knows that he has until the tenth 
a that month in which to meet his indebted-

riodically to credit the interest On current bills, 

Possibly Mr, Blanton, or some other friend 
of the District, may see the advisability of put- 
ting through Congress a bill to require the 
public service corporations to credit interest 
upon the deposits of their customers once each 
year, or at some other stated period, 


THE DISTRICT BUDGET. 

The stand taken by Senator King, of Utah, 
against any further increases in the loca] tax 
rate meets with universal public approval. But 
his statement that the “District has gone mad” 
in spending money is unwarranted, Although 
the local budget has grown considerably dur- 
ing recent years, it can not be proved that a 
single dollar has been wasted. Washington 
has a good government. Certain improvements 
are desirable, but as a general thing Wash- 
ington has a government of which the entire 
country can be proud, 

Senator King points out that the cost of the 
Distriet government is gyeater than that of 
several States, including Kansas and lowa. 
The statistics bear out the assertion. Kansas, 
with a population of some 1,525,000, spent 
during 1926 for operation, maintenance, Iin- 
terest and permanent improvements approxi- 
mately $17,800,000. Towa, with a 2,425,000 
population, spent for the same purposes $33,- 
800,000. The District of Columbia, with a 
population in the neighborhood of 600,000, has 
a current budget of $40,000,000. 

The cost of a State government, howtver, is 
not a fair basis of comparison with the cost 
of municipal government, Kansas and lowa, 
for instance, maintain no fire departments and 


no water and sewer systems, Even 


fact remains. that proportionately there 1s 
bound be a bigger budget for the city. 
Studies of the cost of American city govern- 
ments show that the District of Columbia is 
not extravagantly managed. 

Senator King is to be commended for his 
stand against an increase in the local tax rate. 
Ile can help toward this end by demanding 
that the Government shall pay its share, The 
$9,000,000 lump sum, uneconomic, unscientific 
and unfair, should be supplanted with the pro- 
portional method of making Federal contribu- 
tion to the upkeep of the District of Columbia. 
By placing his influence behind this project, 
Senator King can guard an increase 
in the tax rate, and at the same time make 
certain that Washington will grow instead of 
stagnate,

INDUSTRIAL ALCOHOL, 


The statement by the New York World that 
prohibition is a failure when ‘‘no less than 
95,000,000 gallons of industrial alcoho] were 
produced last year’’ is interesting... However, 
an ‘‘analysis’” of this alcohol reveals the fact 
that the uses of industrial alcohol have im- 
mensely increased within very recent times. 
Thus, last year’s consumption for automobile 
radiators alone is said to have been something 
like 35,000,000 gallons. <A large percentage of 
the total output was used for other lawful] 
purposes. 

In an estimate of the various uses to which 
industrial alcohol has been put, Dr, J. M. 
Doran, of the Prohibition Bureau, calculates 
that the maximum diversion for beverage pur- 
poses was only 15,000,000 gallons which, ot 
course, is a comparatively small percentage of 
the total, On the other hand, as has been 
pointed out, it must not ‘be forgotten that 
these 15,000,000 gallons, properly diluted, 
could be converted into approximately 25,000,. 
000 gallons of gin, whisky, rum and brandy. 

While it ig undoubtedly true that drinking, 
by and large, is; not so extensive as in years 
before prohibition, there is, among certain 
classes in ‘‘favored”’ localities, far greater con- 
sumption of alcoholic beverages than in 
former years. Whatever the increase or de- 
erease of ‘“‘moonshinery” in the United States, 
the art of the bootlegger shows no signs of 
waning.

No particular system can be 
sald to be generally conventional and 
it seems to be a case in which it Is still 
necessary for each player to reach his 
own determination, or each table to 
come to-a common understanding. 


Qne plan is to make a Minor two- 
bid convey exactly the same meaning as 
in Auction Bridge, viz, Ace-King-Queen 
and three others, with the probability of 
some little side support (although that 
ig not @ Py vometidy and the possibility 
of further length or strength in the 
suit bid; but there are many whd do 
not consider this six-card holding to be 
important to show in a Minor, and who 
prefer to give Minor two-bids arbitrary 
conventional meanings which can be 
understood only by players to whom the 
system has been explained. These 
schemes apply only to a love score; with 
any partial score, the Minor being as 
valuable as the Major is at love, it 
would be bid like a Major. 

The most novel and effective of these 
conventions is used to show a biddable 
two-sulter composed of either two Ma- 
jors or two Minors; that is, a two-suiter 
strong enough for an initial Did, in 
which the two suits are Spades and 
Hearts, or in which they are Diamonds 
and Clubs. Bidding two-suiter—a 
smoothly conventional process in Auc- 
tion—Iis a difficult problem in Contract; 


and the arbitrary convention I am 
about to describe is so simple and 60 
marvellously effective that it must com- 
pel admiration evén when it fails to se- 
cure adoption. Using this convention. 
an initial bid of two Diamonds means 
a strong Spade-Heart two-suiter, and an 
initial bid of two Clubs means a strong 
Diamond-Club two-sulter. 

When the two-Diamond bid is made 
the partner with a weak hand would be 
expected to bid two Spades or two 
Hearts depending upon which of these 
two suits happens to be the longer 
That bid would be.a forced take-out 
and would not announce length or 
strength—merely a preference. It would 
not show a trick of any kind, but would 
merely say “I would sooner have the 
suit I am naming than the other Ma- 
jor.” The partner, with jumping 
strength, should bid three or four of 
the Major in which he is the longer, 
three being a one-jump and four a two- 
jump. 

After a bid of two Clubs, the partner 
prefering Diamonds but weak should 
bid two Diamonds; prefering Diamonds 
with strength should jump to three or 
game; prefering Clubs with weaknest 
should pass; prefering Clubs with 
strength should Jump to three or game 

Bids of two No Trumps are of a suit 
other than the two,anounced by the 
original bid could be made by the 
partner of a two-suiter when the com- 
position of his hand suggested the ad- 
visability of ignoring his partner’s two- 
suiter and substituting a declaration 
dictated by the character of his own 
holding.

T is arid, in most of Palestine. There 
are long months of drought. Then 
man and beast can walk on the 

wadies. Wadies are dried out river beds. 


But occasionally,*torrential storms break. 
Down the wadi comes thunderous tides of 
water. Sometimes unsuspecting Arab 
families are caught and drowned in these 
storms. 


On other roads, the going is sometimes 
fair and clear. Financially, a man can 
carry on at a careless clip following the 
road of his whims and fancies. But when 
the storm of hard times breaks, let him 
look to his safety—unless he has taken 
due precaution.
